The total production of Ford 
last year exceéded 2,100,000 vehi- 
cles or about two and a half 
times the 836,000 output of Gen- 
eral Motors, while Ford’s dollar 
sales are estimated at around $1,- 
000,000,000 for the year. against 
sales aggregating $734,590,000 by 
General Motors. General Motors, 
on the other hand, from its own

Ford's profits are not published, 
but based on comparison of the 
company’s balance sheets for 1925 
and 1924, it is estimated that earn- 
ings were slightly over $115,000,009. 
This estimate assumes that the 
company wrote out of profits $20,- 
500,000 of goodwill, and paid divi- 
dends of around $15,000,000 to the 
three owners of the Ford business 
—Henry Ford, Edsel Ford and Mrs 
Ford.
